People complain about the 
quality of the paper and the lack of 
material, etc. The Editorial Board is 
not at fault for this. They can furnish

WHAT SHOULD AN EDUCATION 
INCLUDE 

In the beginning of human life on 
this world there was no knowledge of 
anything. The knowledge of to-day 
has come through observation, exper- 
iments. and their results. One's know- 
ledge is his education. So to-day a 
man who is educated requires a much 
greater knowledge than in former 
times, and this will have to be true for 
the future. But to-day an education 
may be acquired more easily, for know- 
ledge has been obtained for one, and he 
has only to bring it to use. 

The primary purpose of an education 
is to obtain a knowledge of life, and 
to meet life's tasks and duties. He 
who is educated should know how to 
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adjust himself to all circumstances with 
credit to himself. 

A man is hardly to be considered edu- 
cated who cannot earn a living, but 
there may be those who earn a living 
and are not educated, and vice versa. 
An education is really a necessity in 
earning a living otherwise than by the 
lowest manual labor, which requires 
only bodily motion and no exercise of 
the mind. The greater one’s education, 
the greater position he may gain; and 
the greater facility he may display in 
the acquisition of his education for the 
commanding of that position. 

Cardinal Newman, in his essay on the 
“ Definition of a Liberal Education ,’ 9 
says that an education should have two 
purposes: the fruitful and the enjoy- 
able. By the fruitful he means that 
which yields an income and gives us a 
living. By the enjoyable he means that 
which gives us pleasure in life. A man 
who is educated enjoys literature, mu- 
sic, and all fine arts far more than the 
uneducated, and thus his education 
gives him a greater enjoyment of 
everything. 

If one is to acquire an education to- 
day, it is by far the easiest and the best 


way to obtain it through school train- 
ing; but it need not be the only way. 
Our schools afford the best education, 
for they aim to prepare one for the 
best phases of life and to make one a 
good member of society. 

The studies of the school curriculum 
have a high aim. The languages tend to 
give one a taste for higher literature 
and increase his vocabulary. Mathe- 
matics increases one’s capacity for rea- 
soning besides teaching the use of fig- 
ures. Sciences give one a knowledge 
of all things worldly and outside of the 
world, and also a knowledge of their 
make-up. 

On the other hand, without a school 
training one may gain an education by 
reading and observation. Sometimes 
this form of education makes some of 
the greatest men, as in the case of 
Abraham Lincoln. 

hi a final summary, to have an educa- 
tion does not mean to hold a certain of- 
fice or position, but to understand the 
practical and cultural sides of life; to 
know how to make a good living, and 
how to enjoy it.
